as shocking in the fier.dish det.iiis oH 
its execution as ever took place with- 
in the cc-nlines of a great city was 
that committed on Friday, June 2--,th, 
in a lonely cottayo at Wood.side, 
L,. I. William Guldensuppe, a Turk- 
ish bath attendant, was the victim, 
and M'artin Thorn, ii barber, and 
Augusta Nuck, a midwife, stand ac- 
cused of being his murderers. Today 
their trial began in Long Island City 
before Judge, Macldox. 
The story 
of the crime bristles with de-tails o£ 
the degeneracy of human beings. It 
la a tragedy uf degeneracy tho las-t 
act of which has yet to come. 
In itaeif ii upholds In a startling 
manner tho general belief in the wis- 
dom of the old saying, "Murder will 
out." 
No nu-.rder was ever more 
carefully planned, nor did murder- 
ers e-ver taice more pains to cover up 
their tracks-by effectually disposing' 
ot the remains of their victim. Yet, 
within 
twenty-four 
hours, it was 
known to the world that r. murder 
Jiud been committed and the pursuit 
vt tho butchers had been began. 
Two of those youths 01' the lower 
Kast Side of New York who spend 
their summer clays in the East river 
or on tha string-piece of the piers 
were tho accidental discoverers of 
the horrible crime. The boys were 
John McGulre- and James McKenna. 
They were pr-e-parlng: for their after- 
noon "clip" June 27th :ic tho foot of 
East Eleventh street, when the sight 
of a rather strange looking bundle, 
floating with tho tide h.-isienf.-cl ihelr 
movements. In a moment tlu-y were 
In the water and trnvin?; tJie bur.ciio 
to the shore. Once back on the dock 
the boys iost no'time in cutting the 
stout cord which was wound around 
their pri;:e atul undoing the roll of 
oil-clo-t'h which formed the outer cov- 
ering-. But they had not yet reached 
the. con'tent-s of the bundle. 
There were still other coverings of ' 
heavy brown 
pnper 
and 
cheese- 
cloth. The boys worked with their 
hearts in their mouths until these 
had been removed, and then thf:i'G 
was a yell of terror, and both lads 
.stood horror stricken and speechiess. . 
There on the pier lay the mutilnttd 
trunk of a mar. with :he arms folded 
across the brertst. It was the upper 
portion of tho body from the hlpy to 
the 
throat. 
The arms, stra.n.wly 
enough, bad been allowed to remain, 
but the cutting of the neck fuui the 
trunk 
had 
bef-n 
carefully 
done. 
From the brer.st a slice of skin had 
buen removed, and over the spot tho 
unfortunate man's arms had been 
placed HS if to console it. The boys- 
were quickly surrounded by a sarg- 
ir.g mass of people, who were nnx- 
' ious to view the gruesome find, and 
then the police came. 
At first it .was considered thnt some 
medical Btude,nt had played a grim 
joke nt the expense of the sensibili- 
ties of the general public, but a 
Coroner's physician, after a cur- 
sory examination, settled the dis- 
cussion as to the probabilities and 
possibilities of the affair by declar- 
ing that undoubtedly a murder had 
bocn committed. Then there w..is a 
genuine sensation. 
Death, according to the Coroner's 
physician, had resulted from a stab 
wound Inflicted with a long, keen

To whom dici this poor carved body 
b&iong7 What, was its owner In life? 
AYbo was the murdered man? Who 
were his murderer."? For one person 
alone was not concerned In it. These 
were questions to be answered by 
the detective force, but 
from tho 
Chief to tho humblest member it 
was simply, a case of blank a.!mr.;e-

Incompetence

in-g the terrible mystery. The head 
and 
legs were still missing, thus 
seemingly rer.clerlr.tr it Impossible 
to establish the dead man's identity..

He visited.the Murray 
Hill Turkish Baths on West Forty- 
second street to refresh himself af- 
ter a hard day's search, and there 
he learned that one of the attend- 
ants, William Guldemsuppo, had not 
been seen for a couple of days. 
The missing man had been em- 
ployed as a rubber in the baths, and 
had a prominent tattooed m-ark on 
his breast. 
Close Inquiries elicited 
the information that Guldensuppe 
had disappeared on Thursday night 
or early on Friday morning, the very 
day upon wl-ric-h the murder'was sup- 
posed to have been committed. 
Where did he Live? Who were his 
friends? 
Had ho a wife? Or was., 
there a woman mixed up in his af- 
fnirs? Love and jealousy mig-ht 'ac- 
count for the committal" of so terri- 
ble a.deed. -The reporter,discovered 


that there was a woman named Mrs. 
Augusta Na.ck, who had abandoned 
iier husband .'for Guldensuppe. I-iore 
was'a clue. Might not the husband 
have had a hand In the bloody work? 
Mrs. Nack lived on the second floor 
of No. 439 Ninth avenue, and thither 
the reporter went. •

He, however,- estab- 
lished his innocc-nce sufficiently well 
to procure-his discharge.'"..1 By,' tills 
time It was learned that Guldohsuppe 
had a rival for the affection 'o-f.Mrs. - 
Nack in one Martin TJinr'h,' a .bar- 
ber. Both men had".quarreled about 
lho woman Jind had threatened each 
others' lives. 
Where'was Thorn? He had disap- 
peared, us completely as if the f.-arth 
had opened- and swallowed him. A • 
caJl for his arrest was sent out by 
the police authorities, and for days 
tho nublic waitecl anxiously for bis 
capture. 'It was'believed that he had 
shipped for Germany, and that he 
wnulcl be taken into custody on his 
,'irriva.] there. 
Mc-anwhile the missing legs were 
found close to the navy, yard In 
Brooklyn. They were tied, up In oil- 
cloth, pa.per and cheese-cloth similar 
to the wrappings of the two bundles 
previously found. The bath attend- 
ants made- the ide-nifification more 
positive, as they easily recognized 
tho limbs as those of Guldensuppe on- 
account of -his having overlapping 
toes. The limbs litted exactly to tho 
lower part of the trunk found .in tha 
woods, and,'as it fitted to the upper

ing was left- to perfect the identifi- 
cation but the head.

At last came the arrest o-f Thorn. 
The man had never left the city. He 
had merely shaved- off bis 'mous- 
tache, and with this simple disguise 
he rubbed clothes with the officers 
who were lookirg for him.

Thorn, however, liked

Gotha ho*s'wore to.secrecy, but the 
secret was too much for the latter 
also. Ho woulc: at least tell his wife 
all hci kne-w. 
Mrs. Gotha, once in 
possession of the dread story, could 
not and would not rc-st untii the uo- 
Ifce bad also beard it. Her brother 
was a police officer, a.nd to him she 
told the story of Thorn's admission. 
'Tho detectives at once waited on 
Gotha. and ha confirmed tho taie 
told by his wife. 
Tho arrest of 
Thorn followed. Gotha. mads an ap- 
pointment to meet him at One Hun- 
dred and Twfrnty-n'fth street ar.d 
EJgbth avenue, although Thorn de- 
murred at first and expressed him- 
se-11' as anxious, to. meet Gotha in a 
more lonely and unfrecpientcd place. 
Gotha and .his family ba-IIove nuw 
that Thorn had regretted having 
committed his secret to the keeping 
of his friend, and- resolved to kill 
him. Gotha Induced Thorn.-to meet 
him at night on the corner men- 
tioned, and as soon as Goths, walked 
towards him Thbrn was surrounded 
by detectives, and thus his arrest 
was effected. 
Thorn's story to Gotha was to the 
effect that Guldensuppe had been 
brought'by Mrs. Nack to her cott.'ig-e 
in W-ooclslde, 1L. I., which sho 
had 
rented for the purpose of starting- a 
baby farm, and that he (Thorn) lay 
in wait for the bath rubber In a 
ciopct In an upstairs room. When 
Guldensuppa reached the house Mrs. 
Nuek told him to go upstairs and 
examine the rooms while slui went 
into the yard. Guldcnsuppc hesitat- 
ed, but finally went upstairs and 


' passed from room to room, peering 
into tha closets, until he reached the 
one in which Tl-.orn WHS hidden. As 
soon as the unsuspecting man op- 
'oneri the door Thorn shot him in the 
head ar,d then dragged him to tho 
bath-tub, into which he threw him. 
If Gotha's story be true. Thorn ac- 
knowledged that while Guidc-r.suppe 
was ye't alive the barber drew a 
knife or razor and cut his throat. 
The division of the body was next 
made, and two of the bundles were 
dropped overboard from a ferry boat 
in the Ka.st river. Another he left 
in tho woods, having driven theri) In 
company with Mrs. Nock. The head 
lib encased it in plaster, of pa,ris and 
sank it in the East rivar'. 
Mrs. Nack bad helped Thorn to 
make up tho bundles, and it was she 
who purchased the wrapping mater- 
ial. 
Gotha's statement 
hay been 
proven to be correct in many partic- 
ulars, save that as to tho disposition 
of the head. 
Thorn's reasons for klllin-g Gulvlen- 
suppe were revenge for hi-s having 
or.ce beaten him an.d a desire to be 
free to live with Mrs. Nack. lie- 
porters discovered the woman who 
sold Mrs. Nack tho ol'1-cloth and 
the man who rented the Woodsidc 
house to hersel" and Thorn, and 
these two positively identified the 
prisoners 
People In the neighbor- 
hood of the cottage were found who 
had scon what they considered to be 
biocdy water f!ov/1ng from the drain 
pipe of the cottage on that Friday 
evening. The drain pipe In question 
is the only outlet from the bath-tub 
in which Thorn Is said to have cut 
the murdered man's throat. In the 
house itself bloucl stains were detect- 
ed, and bullets were found In the 
surbaso and imbedded in the walls. 


Since, bis arrest Thorn, it Is al- 
leged, has made a confession, and 
the authorities in I-ong Island .City 
discovered the compromising letter 
which lie tried to swallow. The let- 
ter'showed an intention on the part 
of both the man and .woman to cheat 
tlie law by committing suicide. •, 
While they were confined in the 
Tombs Prison it was impossible far 
them to communicate with each oth- 
er, but since they were transferred 
to the Queen's County Jail they 


- seemed to havs been a.blc to ex- 
change correspondence. District At- 
torney Olcott of this county and Dis- 
trict Attorney Youngs of Queens 
county 
after 
due. deliberation, 
decided that It was better to try 
the case in Queens county, as the 
murder is alleged to have been com- 
mitted there, although tlhe. plot was 
concocted in New York. ' 
Thorn, it Is said, told a fellnw pris- 
oner that he would have completed 
the "job." as he termed.it, beyond 
the possibility of detention if Mrs. 
Nack had not been too hurried about 
tho disposition of the various por- 
tions of the body. 
On the other 
hand, it is said that Mrs. Nack. in a 
letter to her paramour, had told him 
that he talked too much. 
An Instance of his talking capacity 
is given in a statement made by 
Frank IB. Clarke, Who was Thorn's 
cell-mate in the Tombs. .According 
to Clarke, the alleged 
murderer, 
having drunk some -vVhiskey, sup- 
plied to Clarke medjclnolly, became 
so communicative, as 
to tell Jhim 
that he had thrown Gulclensupye's 
hear], which has not yet .been recov- . 
cred, into a clump of. bushes near 
the Woodslde cottage, that from 
there it was removed by a friend of 
Th.irn's, who afterwards dropped it 
ovc-i-boarcl near the fishing banks off ; 
Long Branch, from the rlshing boat 
J. B. Schuyler, which, by the-way, 
was burned to the'water's edge . a 
few weeks ago.
